FOREST RESERVES.

The American forest congress at Its
meeting In January next will devote
one Jday's sesslon to 4 consideration of
the relation of the publlc forest lands
to grazing. Only those who thorougin-
Iy understand conditions in the west
can appreciate how Important is the
question of grazing In connection with
the welfare of the forest. Grazing Is
the principal Industry of nearly haif
of the United States. The arid region
of the country Includés about two-fifths
of it entire era, from about the middle
of the continent westerly nearly to the
Pagific ocean, and the greater part of
this region 8 natural grazing land,
mainly open, but much of it, particu-
larly In the more mountainous parts,
forested or partly forested. The for-
age varies from the scanty vegetation
of the desert to the thick turf of the
mountain parks and the varled growth
of herbage and young trees found In the
interior of the forest. During the ex-
ceasive heat of summer jt (s custo-
mary to drive the cattle and sheep up
into the forest, where the alr s cooler
and the pasture better. This means
that the young growth s trampled
and browsed and the spongy forest
soll packed or cut by hoofs, so that
floods and serious soll eroslon often
follow, while the prospects of forest re.
production are greatly endangersd
Hence It I8 often necessary to exclude
both saheep and cattle, though the regu-
Intlons are generally more rigid
against  sheep, which Jdo the worst
dam damage.
